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Withdrawal Of 150,000 Troops Eyed 
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WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi 
dent Nixon has fixed a goal of 
withdrawing 
an 
additional 


150,000 U. S. troops from Viet­ 
nam in the next year—sticking 
roughly to the pullout pace of 
recent months. 


In a television-radio address 
to the nation Monday night, the 
President 
said 
the 
number 
would be boosted should there 
be a breakthrough in peace ne­ 
gotiations. However, he empha­ 
sized: 


Negotiators Lag 


'*1 must report with regret 
th at no progress has taken place 


on the negotiating front. 


Nixon 
expressed 
concern 
about Communist military in­ 
cursions in Cambodia and Laos, 
but took a generally optimistic 
view of the Southeast Asian situ­ 
ation. 


“We finally have in sight the 
just peace we are seeking," he 
said. 


“We can now say with confi­ 
dence that pacification is suc­ 
ceeding. We can say with confi­ 
dence 
that 
the 
South 
Viet­ 
namese can develop the capabil­ 
ity for their own defense. We 
can say with confidence that all 


American combat forces 
can 
and will be withdrawn.” 


Nixon spoke from his office in 
the Western White House at San 
Clemente, 
Callif. 
Immediately 
afterward he and his wife Pat 
flew back to Washington. 


12-Month Plan? 


A White House official who 
declined to be quoted by name 
told reporters Nixon plans to 
complete 
the 
withdrawal 
of 


150,000 men during the next 12 
months, give or take a few 
weeks. Barring the unforeseen, 
he said, the decision is irrever­ 
sible. 


If the Nixon plan is carried 
out, the authorized U.S. troop 
ceiling would drop by May 1971 
to 284,000 men. The peak ceiling 
early in 1969 was 594,500. 


Nixon said his decision “has 
the approval of the government 
of South Vietnam.” He also con­ 
sulted in advance with U.S. field 
commanders but did not claim 
his plan met with their whole­ 
hearted approval. 
There 
had 
been indications that some high­ 
ly placed military men wanted 
the withdrawal rate slowed. 


Hanoi Warned 
The exact timing and pace of 


the new cutbacks in troop de­ 
ployments, said Nixon, “will be 
determined by our best judg­ 
ment of the current military 
and diplomatic situation.” 


Declaring that Hanoi would 
take a grave risk should it jeop­ 
ardize remaining U.S. 
troops 
through military moves in Viet­ 
nam, Cambodia or Laos, Nixon 
said: 


“ If I conclude that increased 
enemy action jeopardizes our 
remaining forces in Vietnam, I 
shall not hesitate to take strong 
and effective measures to deal 
with that situation.” 


While saying Vietnamization 
will proceed on schedule, Nixon 
said: 


"There is a better, shorter 
path to peace—through negotia­ 
tions. We shall withdraw more 
than 150,000 over the next year 
if we make progress on the ne­ 
gotiating front.” 


Three Principles Cited 
The 
chief 
executive 
cited 
three principles governing his 
view of a just political settle­ 
ment of the war: 


“First, our overriding objec­ 
tive is a political solution that 
reflects the will of the South 


Vietnamese people and allows 
them to determine their future 
without outside interference . . . 


“Second, a fair political solu­ 
tion should reflect the existing 
relationship of political forces 
within South Vietnam. We re­ 
cognize the complexity of shap­ 
ing machinery that would fairly 
apportion 
political 
power 
in 
South Vietnam. We are flexible; 
we have offered nothing on a 
take-it-or-leave-it basis. 


“ And third, we will abide by 
the outcome of the political 
process agreed upon.’’ 


Nixon said Hanoi had failed to 


win either militarily or political­ 
ly in South Vientam. 


“They thought they could win 
politically in the United States,” 
he said. “This proved to be their 
most fatal miscalculation. 


“ In this great free country of 
ours, we debate—we disagree, 
sometimes 
violently—but 
the 
mistake the totalitarian make 
over and over again is to con­ 
clude that debate in a free coun­ 
try is proof of weakness . . . 
America has never been defeat­ 
ed in the proud 190-year history 
of this country and we shall not 
be defeated in Vietnam.”

Gov. Milliken 
Picks Brickley 
As Next Mate 


LANSING <AP) — Gov. Wil­ 
liam G. Milliken said today he 
wants U.S. Atty. Jam es Brick­ 
ley of Detroit to run for lieu­ 
tenant governor on his Republi­ 
can ticket this fall. 


Milliken did not announce his 
own expected candidacy at a 
news conference today but said: 
“ If I am a candidate. I would 
want Jim Brickley as my run­ 
ning m ate.” 
J 
Milliken added: 
“ I realize this is somewhat 
early and I am making an un-’ 
orthodox approach that might 
be unprecedented, but so is the 
importance I attach 
to this 
post.’* 


In Detroit, Brickley said: 
"If the governor believes i 
can be of help to him and the 
state, and if the party nomin­ 
ates me, I would be pleased and 
proud to run.” 


The lieutenant governor nom­ 
ination will be made at the 
GOP'* State Convention in Aug­ 
ust. 


Milliken’s announcement 
to­ 
day appeared to dim if not snuff 
out entirely the prospects 
of 
several others who have ex­ 
pressed interest in the post. 


They include U.S. Rep. Phil­ 
lip Ruppe of Houghton, State 
Sen. Thomas Schweigert of Pe- 
toskey, who also is acting lieu­ 
tenant governor under a special 
bill recently enacted, and State 
Rep. 
William 
Hampton 
of 
Bloomfield Hills. Both Hampton 
and Schweigert have announced 
they will not seek re-election to 
their legislative seats. 


Brickley, 41, a former Detroit 
city councilman, served as chief 
assistant in the Wayne County 
prosecutor’s office. 


He left the Council to join the 
prosecutor’s staff in 1966. 


In prefacing his announcement 
today, Milliken said, “I would 
want as my running mate a man 
who stands for 
the 
things 
I 
stand for.” 


The prime minister said Cuba 
had planned to skip any ceremo­ 
nies on the anniversary this 
year.

WASHINGTON <AP) — A spe­ 
cial Senate committee opening a 
six-month probe of the effects of 
segregation on American socie­ 
ty has heard testimony that rac­ 
ism has contributed significant- 
ly to the revolt of white, mid- 
dle-class youths. 


“There is strong evidence to 
suggest that segregation dam­ 
ages 
the 
privileged, 
middle- 
class white child,” Negro psy­ 
chologist Kenneth Clark told the 
Senate 
Select 
Committee 
on 
Equal Educational Opportunity 
Monday. 


Citing the hippie movement, 
the drug cult, the hostility and 
random destructiveness of the 
New Left and the increasing re­ 
bellion against parental and oth­ 
er authorities, the noted psy­ 
chologist added: 


“ The rebellion is symptomatic 
of a profound moral conflict and 
distrust and rejection of authori­ 
ty as morally hypocritical by 
these young people. 


4‘It is a rejection of moral 
values of our society. It is a re­ 
jection of reason itself. 


“ I view it as an attempt to 
ease the personal guilt which a 
racist society imposes on moral­ 
ly 
sensitive 
individuals," 
he 
said. 


Clark, a professor at the City 
University of New York, told 
the panel the symptoms of a 
.moral 
breakdown—drugs, 
vio­ 
lence and hippie life-styles—“do 
not appear in the majority of 
American white youths.” 


But the majority have suf- 
fefred damage, he said. 


“ The majority accepts the ra­ 
tionalizations, excuses and pre­ 
judices of American 
society. 
They have accepted a philoso­ 
phy which rejects morality as 
irrelevant," he explained. 


If all Americans could under­ 
stand this problem, he said, 
“ they would make it their first 
business to find ways to protect 
their children from this destruc­ 
tion of their humanity.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Nixon apparently hopes to 
defuse Vietnam as a political is­ 
sue in the 1970 elections with his 
surprise announcement of troop 
withdrawals spanning a year. 


Virtually up to the moment 
Nixon went on the air Monday 
night, the widespread expecta­ 
tion in Washington was for an­ 
other presidential 
troop pull­ 
back announcement covering a 
period of a few months, similar 
to his spacing since the with­ 
drawals started last June. 


Pace About Same 
With his new 150,000-man re­ 
turn order, Nixon is still bring­ 
ing the boys home from Viet­ 
nam at about the same pace as 
before but the next stage would 
not have to be announced until 
next spring. 


While Nixon left himself room 
to announce a further pull-out 
closer to the November elec­ 
tions—"we shall withdraw more 
than 150,000 over the next year 
if we make progress on the ne­ 
gotiating front”—he m ay have 
figured that: 


—He would be accused of ma­ 
nipulating for political gain with 
an announcement during cam­ 
paign time. 


—Whatever announcement he 
made then would be attacked by 
antiwar critics as not enough. 
With a 150,000-man figure out 
now, his supporters could at 
least cite an in-process grand 
total of 265,000 withdrawals— 
about half the GIs out in Nixon’s 
first two years. 


Sen. Edmund S. Muskie, the 
Democrats’ 1968 choice for vice 
president, promptly made plain 
he is not dropping Vietnam as 
an issue and put his finger on 
what bids to be a key Vietnam 
argument in the 1972 presiden­ 
tial 
campaign 
preliminaries 
next year. 


The Maine senator said Nix­ 
on’s statement suggests “that 
b e g i n n i n g sometime 
next 
spring, our troop levels in South 
Vietnam will level off at some­ 
thing like 284,000 for an indefi­ 
nite period.” 


May Face Decision 
The issue of how many shall 
stay 
on 
in 
Vietnam 
indeed 
comes closer with each pull­ 
back. A year hence, assuming 
no more progress at the nego­ 
tiating table than hitherto, Nix­ 
on will be faced with a decision 
on cutting into what some be­ 
lieve is a hard core minimum of 
200,000 or so GIs still needed to 
prevent South Vietnam’s being 
overrun. 


U.S. military leaders are al­ 
ready dubious about the Presi­ 
dent’s 
withdrawal 
pace. 
The 
Joint Chiefs of Staff have rec­ 
ommended a delay, and many 
senior officers were surprised 
by Nixon’s large commitment. 


Confidence Not Shared 
These officers do not share 
Nixon’s 
confidence, 
which he 
expressed more strongly than 
ever before, in the rate at which 
South Vietnamese forces will be 
able to take over the combat.

WASHINGTON, D.C. — The 
question of whether federal aid 
to education should be restrict­ 
ed to public schools promises to 
be one of the hotly debated is­ 
sues at the 108th annual con­ 
vention of the National Educa­ 
tion Association June 30 - July 
6 in San Francisco’s Civic Audi­ 
torium. 


At last year’s convention the 
7,000 delegates to tlie NEA 
Representative Assembly nar­ 
rowly defeated an attempt to 
limit its endorsement of federal 
aid to “solely . . . the support 
of public schools.” In the meet­ 
ing’s only roll-call vote the 
Assembly adopted by only a 
210-vote margin a mhiority re­ 
port that did not contain the 
limitation. 


Many children in parochial 
and other n(»ipublic schools are 
aided through various federal 
programs earmarked for speci­ 
fic purposes. 


The resolution to be consid­ 
ered at the 1970 meeting — a 
repeat of the minority report 
adopted last year — calls for 
“substantial 
general 
federal

education.” Avoiding mention of 
private or parochial schools, it 
urges that “legislation be con­ 
sistent with the constitutional 
provision respecting an estab­ 
lishment of religion and with 
the tradition of separation of 
church and state.”

Hayward Lake 


Francis Wagner of Rte. 2, Stephenson, 
seems to be a reasonable man. He doesn't like 
the idea of tlie Department of Natural Resources 
and the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries and Wildlife 
establishing a 45,000 acre goose refuge in the 
Hayward Lake area of Menominee County, but 
he isn’t totally anti-DNR, either. 


Wagner was in the Daily Press office the 
other day, carrying a briefcase full of Communi­ 
cations and information on the proposed Hay­ 
ward l>ake project and while he admits a per­ 
sonal interest — he has eight pieces of land in 
the area he works as a timber cutter — he says 
he is not writing letters simply for himself. Some 
people, he pointed out, don’t like to write letters, 
but ask him every week about his own Hayward 
Lake project mail. 


If you’re going to protest, Wagner said, get 
all the facts. And the time to do it is now before 
the proposed development is off and ininning and 
impossible to stop. 


Sen. Joseph Mack (D-Ironwood) and Rep. 
John Payant (R-Kingsford) have erased any 
state appropriation for the project this year, 
but it*s far from dead and when it comes to the 
surface again Wagner will be prepared. 


“There are 300 homes in the project area 
used year around,” Wagner said after checking 
the Menominee County plat book. Tm against 
asking all those people to move.*’* 


That the project is very much alive was re­ 
ported in a letter from D. W. Douglass, Lansing, 
chief of the DNR game division, dated April 8, 
1970. 


“This project is still under consideration,** 
Douglas wrote. “We believe it is too important 
an area to be dropped just because of the cur­ 
rent opposition.** 


C. D. Harris, deputy director of resoui*ces 
management for the DNR, put it a little more 
diplomatically. “Let me assure you that the sup­ 
port of the local prople is most important to the 
department, realizing, of course, that there will 
always be some people who will oppose any pro­ 
gram. But we are not so naive as to believe that 
approval will be given by the Michigan Legisla­ 
ture for our participation in the project unless it 
has the general approval of the people in Men­ 
ominee County and particularly those in the 
vicinity of the project area who may be affect­ 
ed by the program. 


“If, after the planning has been completed. 
It appears that the project has good support 
and is approved by the Legislature, and the gov­ 
ernor’s office, we will then proceed,** Harris 
wrote in another letter. “Lands will be acquired 
if the owners are willing to sell. Any land con­ 
demnation pi*oceedings initiated by this depart­ 
ment have to be made in the courts of the county 
in which the land is located. We are not so naive 
as to think that we could win a condemnation 
suit in a local court if it did not have local sup­ 
port.’* 


Wagner even has a letter from Gov. William 
MiUiken on the project. 


“You are correct in your statement that the 
earlier publicity stated the project will include 
some 45,000 acres,’* Milliken said. “It should be 
clearly understood that this does not mean that 
the project when completed will be that size. It 
is usually impossible to acquire all of the area 
within a project boundary. The project bound­ 
ary, when established, will permit the state to 
acquire land anywhere within the boundary. This 
is its sole purpose. 


“However, undeveloped shoreline would 
be acquired if within the piv)ject boundary and 
will be a part of the refuge,** Milliken continued. 
“A decision may be reached that some of the 
area within the boundary is not needed and no 
attempt will be made to purchase it.” 


Wagner has other communications and la 
seeking more infonnation about the project and 
about how it compares with other refuge areas. 
The famed Horicon National Refuge in Wiscon­ 
sin, he points out, has only 31,653 acres in its 
Northern and Southern divisions, compared to 
the 45,000 proposed for Hayward Lake. 


The project may eventually go ahead as now 
envisioned. It may be killed, or shifted to another 
location. Or it may be modified. Whatever hap­ 
pens, Wagner is likely to play a major role. 
There is no question that he is making tlie ef­ 
fort to inform himself. And that is the best way 
to go about foi*mulating a sound position.

In the United 
Stotes the 
farm acreage deci'eascs, and 
the number of active farmers 
shrinks with each passing cen­ 
sus. Yet the farm surpluses are 
a never-ending phenomenon. In 
1940 a single farmer produced 
enough food and fiber for 12 
people, which was then con­ 
sidered almost miraculous. Now, 
just 30 years later, a single U.S. 
farmer feeds 43 persons. 


It is not that we have the 
best land in the world: Europe 
is just as fertile, the Russian 
Ukraine black soil is legendary, 
and the Argentine pampas still 
supports fine beef cattle. Our 
agricultural supremacy comes 
from a superior technology, and 
what we have other naticms 
could imitate if they had poli­ 
tical systems that would permit 
the free flow of capital into 
areas of potential profit.

In some of these hands de­ 
clarer has no control over the 
situation, and when this is the 
case he can do no better than 
hope that the fods will favor 
him with good luck. 


But there are hands where 
declarer encounters bad luck 
that nevertheless permit him to 
overcome such adversity, and it 
is these hands that oreate a dis­ 
tinct challenge to declarer’s 
skin. 


For example, consider this 
deal where the East-West cards 
are laid out about as badly as 
possible f6r declarer. 


The trumps are 3-0 instead of

South ruffs and leads the ace 
of hearts — only to leam, when 
East shows out, that West has 
a sure trump trick coming.

It is at this point that skill 
takes over. Instead of relying 
on a favorable location of the 
missing spade honors to make 
the hand. South takes steps to 
insure the contract by compell­ 
ing West to lead a spade to the 
K-Q-10. 


He cashes the king of hearts, 
leads the jack of diamonds to 
the queen, ruffs dummy’s last 
club, cashes the A-K of dia­ 
monds, and puts West back on 
lead with a trump. 


West is thus forced to return 
a spade or a club, either of 
which hands South the contract.

Circulation increased 0.6 per 
cent to 62,059,589 papers and 
Sunday circulation jumped 4 per 
cent to 49,674,847. 


The newspaper industry is the 
fifth largest employer in the na­ 
tion, according to the iJiiblishers* 
association. In value of shifv 
ments, it rates tenth. 


Last year, some 365,700 persons 
worked in the industry, 0.7 per 
cent more than tiie year before.

Hayward Lake 


Francis Wagner of Rte. 2, Stephenson, 
seems to be a reasonable man. Ile doesn’t like 
the idea of the Department of Natural Resources 
and the U. S. Bureau of Fisheries and Wildlife 
establishing a 4F>,000 acre goose refuge in the 
Hayward Lake area of Menominee County, but 
he isn’t totally anti-DNR, either. 
Wagner was in the Daily Press office the 
other day, carrying a briefcase full of Communi­ 
cations and information on the proposed Hay­ 
ward I^ake project and while he admits a per­ 
sonal interest — he has eight pieces of land in 
the area he works as a timber cutter — he says 
he is not writing letters simply for himself. Some 
people, he pointed out, don’t like to write letters, 
but ask him every week about his own Hayward 
Lake project mail. 
If you’re going to protest, Wagner said, get 
all the facts. And the time to do it is now before 
the proposed development is off and running and 
impossible to stop. 
Sen. Joseph Mack (D-Tronwood) and Rep. 
John Payant (R-Kingsford) have erased any 
state appropriation for the project this year, 
but it’s far from dead and when it comes to the 
surface again Wagner will be prepared. 
“There are 300 homes in the project area 
used year around,” Wagner said after checking 
the Menominee County plat book. I’m against 
asking all those people to move.’” 


That the project is very much alive was re­ 
ported in a letter from D. W. Douglass, Lansing, 
chief of the DNR game division, dated April 3, 
1970. 
“This project is still under consideration,” 
Douglas wrote. “We believe it is too important 
an area to be dropped just because of the cur­ 
rent opposition.” 
C. D. Harris, deputy director of resources 
management for the DNR, put it a little more 
diplomatically. “Let me assure you that the sup­ 
port of the local people is most important to the 
department, realizing, of course, that there will 
always be some people who will oppose any pro­ 
gram. But we are not so naive as to believe that 
approval will be given by the Michigan Legisla­ 
ture for our participation in the project unless it 
has the general approval of the people in Men­ 
ominee County and particularly those in the 
vicinity of the project area who may be affect­ 
ed by the program. 
“If, after the planning has been completed, 
It appears that the project has good support 
and is approved by the Legislature, and the gov­ 
ernor’s office, we will then proceed,” Harris 
wrote in another letter. “I^ands will be acquired 
if the owners are willing to sell. Any land con­ 
demnation proceedings initiated by this depart­ 
ment have to be made in the courts of the county 
in which the land is located. We are not so naive 
as to think that we could win a condemnation 
suit in a local court if it did not have local sup­ 
port.” 


Wagner even has a letter from Gov. William 
Milliken on the project. 
“You are correct in your statement that the 
earlier publicity stated the project will include 
some 45,000 acres,” Milliken said. “It should be 
clearly understood that this does not mean that 
the project when completed will be that size. It 
is usually impossible to acquire all of the area 
within a project boundary. The project bound­ 
ary, when established, will permit the state to 
acquire land anywhere within the boundary. This 
is its sole purpose. 
“However, 
undeveloped 
shoreline 
would 
be acquired if within the project boundary and 
will be a part of the refuge,” Milliken continued. 
“A decision may be reached that some of the 
area within the boundary is not needed and no 
attempt will be made to purchase it.” 
Wagner has other communications and is 
seeking more information about the project and 
about how* it compares with other refuge areas. 
The famed Horicon National Refuge in Wiscon­ 
sin, he points out, has only 31,653 acres in its 
Northern and Southern divisions, compared to 
the 45,000 proposed for Hayward Lake. 
The project may eventually go ahead as now 
envisioned. It may be killed, or shifted to another 
location. Or it may be modified. Whatever hap­ 
pens, Wagner is likely to play a major role. 
There is no question that he is making the ef­ 
fort to inform himself. And that is the best way 
to go about formulating a sound position.

In

the 
farm acreage 
decreases, 
and 
the number of active farmers 
shrinks with each passing cen­ 
sus. Yet the farm surpluses are 
a never-ending phenomenon. In 
1940 a single fanner produced 
enough food and fiber for 12 
people, which was then con­ 
sidered almost miraculous. Now, 
just 30 years later, a single U.S. 
farmer feeds 43 persons. 
It is not that we have the 
best land in the world: Europe 
is just as fertile, the Russian 
Ukraine black soil is legendary, 
and the Argentine pampas still 
supports fine beef cattie.

—Chiysler Corp. today blamed 
lagging auto sales and inflation­ 
ary pressiu-es for a slow first 
quarter in which dt lost nearly 
$30 million. 


Board 
chairman Lynn 
A. 
Townsend said the firm’s world­ 
wide sale at cars, trucks and 
tractors ran 12 per cent below 
the opening three months of 
1969 in which the firm made a 
profit ct $48 million. 


Townsend and Chrysler presi­ 
dent John Riccardo rdeased the 
firm’s quarterly report on the 
eve of today’s annual meeting 
of Chrysler stockhokters. They 
were to follow M up with addi­ 
tional explanation at the share­ 
holders* gathering. 


Townsend said the firm had 
taken steps to reduce its huge 
inventory of cars 
in dealer 
hands and also did some belt 
tightening within the firm as it 
released some workers and re­ 
duced expenses in many areas. 


Chrysler was not alofte in its 
sales problems in the initial 
quarter as General Motors and 
Ford also ran well behind 1969 
totals. Only American Motors, 
smallest of the auto fimis, 
showed a gain in opening quar­ 
ter sales for the opening three 
months. 


Townsend said in the quarter­ 
ly report that “consumer de­ 
mand for automotive products 
was generally lower in botli the 
United States and Canada and 
total North American retail sales 
of passenger cars, excluding im­ 
ports from abroad, were down 
13 per ecnt over a year ago.” 


He said first quarter sales to­ 
taled 
$1.5 
billion, 
compared 
with the $1.7 billion mark reach­ 
ed in the opening quarter of 1969. 
Net loss for the period came to 
$29.4 million, or 61 cents a

Hickel said the total amount, 
when state allocations are add­ 
ed, would be some $10 billi(»i for 
water treatment facilities. 


Muskie has proposed spending 
$2.5 billion yearly over five 
years—a federal contribution he 
said would give a total working 
capital of $20 billion to $25 bil 
lion when state and local contri 
butions are added. 


Hickel said the administration 
regards its proposed water pol­ 
lution legislation as realistic but 
said it does not and cannot con­ 
stitute a complete solution to 
the problem.
